OK. I have a strange tube which is sure to stump even the best of the old time

guys! Its a JAN-CQN-8025. It has a brown Bakalite UX base(four pins). The tube is 
straight sided. the top of the tube is inverted and has a "press" which holds a 
horizontal, hexagonal plate which has no outside connection. There is a long glass 
nipple which comes back out of the inverted top but may not be the vacuum seal 
because I can't see any opening into the tube from this closed off nipple. The 
tube 

is about 4" long exclusive of the pins. Midway along each side of the tube are 
*2* CapS, one pair of which seem to be connected to the plate, and the other pair 
connected to the grid. The 2 large pins in the base seem to be connected to the 
filament(as customary) and the 2 small pins seem to be connected to the grid and 
the plate(as is also customary). There is a small, red Navy anchor stamped on the 
glass and on the base is stamped the name "SLATER". Molded into the underside of 
the base the wording "Liscensed Only To The Extent Indicated On Carton" which 
would 

suggest that this is an early 30's or older tube. With the 4 caps on the xsidesx 
of the tube, there are a total of 8 external connections.

Just to give you some insight into setting up in the crystal 
business, here's what John had to say about what is involved: 


OK I finally got everything loaded and down here, still need to unload 
the van load sitting in my drive. Why I waited to load all the lap plates 
till last I don't know. Anyway we had to lug them upstairs from a 
basement in the building then about a good 3/4 block to the van. There 
must have been around 1500 lbs. of them. Besides the lap plates 
themselves, the were plates to relap the lap plates back flat so you can 
get some idea of the mess. My legs were so sore yesterday I couldn't 
hardly stand to even stand up on them. With the assistance of a friend, I 
now have two laps running, and can move the xtals up in freq. FB. Guess 
I'm ready for FT-243 business. 


(and regarding the crystals I sent to John): 

They were really in good 

condition. The only problem I had was the boxes had expanded around the 
middle, and this caused the crystals along the side wall to fall down to 
the next layer, so I had to do some sorting to get them back together in 
the freq. groups. Nothing was damaged just a little mixed up. 


We have taken about 12 of the 6975 khz. rocks and moved them to 7105 Khz. 
just to be certain they would go there without any big problem. They go 
there OK and it's a simple matter to "lap" them back to good activity. I 
didn't do all this myself, my friend was wanting to try out the laps so I 
told him what to do and how to do it, and he was grinning from ear to ear 
when he got finished. He really felt he had accomplished something.

Been doing some thinking about the power supply in my R-390. It had 
been solid-stated by someone, and they didn't do a very good job, so I 
pulled it out. In the process, they removed the four 47 ohm resistors 
that go from the plates of the 26Z5's to the B+ line. So, I went out 
shopping for 47 ohm resistors and had my choice of 2 watt or 1/2 watt 
jobs, so I bought the 2 watt jobs. Well, looking at it this morning the 
four 2 watt jobs aren't going to fit. So, I was wondering *WHY* did 
Collins use one resistor per plate, instead of tying the plates together 
and using two resistors? Or tying all four plates (in both tubes!) 
together and using one resistor? The only things I can think of was 
maybe 5 watt resistors weren't standard inventory, but 1 watt resistors 


were, so they went with 1 watt units? Or maybe bad things happen in 
rectifier tubes when you tie plates together, say, maybe due to the 
physical construction of the tube? 


Anyone know or have theories while I'm waiting for my 1 watt resistors 
to come from Mouser?

Exactly. The best tube section will handle all the current, and die. 
This is standard practice in all paralleling of high-current tubes. 
Same thing has to be done when paralleling audio power amp tubes. 


So, you put a small resistor in series with each plate to swamp the 
differences. Yeah, it costs efficiency. 


On the other hand, the R-390 B+ voltage is probably designed around 
the voltage drop. May need more ohms to subsitute for the forward 
drop of the rectifier tubes. (Then again, it's rated for wide swings 
in line voltage, probably can handle it if you keep the AC in below 
130V.)

meters which will fill in those ugly holes and may even be made to work properly. 
These meters are Weston Model 1011's. They fit a 1 1/2" hole and have a square 
face 1 3/4" x 1 3/4". They are flat black and in very good condition. The dial 
faces are black with white lettering and have a "D" shaped glass window. The 
indicator needle is kind of wide and "spear" or "bayonet" shaped and painted 
white. 

They do xnotx have radium dials. The dial is labeled "OUTPUT" and the curved scale 
is numbered 0 to 100 by 20's and has tick marks every 10. The connectors on the 
back have aircraft type nuts and solder lugs. They are used meters. There is a 
stickon paper tag on many of the meters with the number 765365 stenciled on it.

Well Gang, Ive learned a few things about redoing the R-390 front panel or for 
that fact any radio with engraved lettering. My original post on this subject 
said I was no Rick Mish or Chuck Ripple and I meant it. 


Now for the rest of the story... I had stripped the panel down to bare 
aluminum and carefully extracted the old white paint from the engraved 
lettering. Then sprayed one coat of primer and let dry for two days. 

Now my first mistake, I should of wet sanded the primer with 1600 

and applied another coat. I didn't. I just put a coat of Rustoleum 

Gray Machine on the panel and let dry for two days. Then I used the 1600 

wet approach to get a nice finish. (I thought). Well then I repainted again 
and it still looked like (I normally don't curse). So after 2 days re sanded 
with 1600 wet.. Painted a lite coat this afternoon and while it looks OK 

the engraved lettering has filled to capacity. i.e. Can't rub in the white 
lettering 

to my satisfaction. 


So learned boat folks, help me out a little bit. I now have to strip 2 weeks 
of work back to bare metal again. I don't want to repeat my mistakes. 

Is it the paint I am using, the style are should I just give up and give Rick 
the project...

The stock Johnson Thunderbolt is a very fine amplifier. The main problem I 
found with mine, was poor cooling of the innards. The small fan under the RF 
deck does an OK job of moving some air over the base seals of the tubes but 
the fan above the chassis does little more than blow the hot air from the 
tubes etc. all around the inside of the cabinet. Therefore it will run quite 
hot in its stock configuration. Also the plate RF choke has some very nasty 
resonances in the 18 and 24 Mhz WARC band region and can cause quite a 
fireworks display when tuning up on those bands. 

The amplifier will put out a little over 700 watts on CW with a good pair of 
4-400 tubes in it. It tunes very smoothly from about 3 mhz to 30 mhz and 
require very little drive so go easy on it. 

The modifications I made to mine are very few. 


1. I replaced all the rectifier tubes with solid state plug-ins. 


2. Replace the under the chassis fan assembly with a computer grade 3 
inch/32 cfm fan. 


3. This one will hurt the purist. Remove the above chassis fan assembly and 
cut a 4 or 5 inch circular hole in the back of the cabinet, centred between 
the two 4-400's. Mount a good quality whisper fan there to suck out all the 
hot air. This will keep all the above chassis components cool. This is 
probably one of the best mods to do. 


4. I put a couple of jacks on the rear apron to supply power to the cooling 
fan and to supply 110V AC to operate the TR relays. This jack only has power 
to it when the B+ switch is on the ON position so that the amplifier is 
by-passed when not needed. 


5. Replace the plate RF choke with one from a modern amplifier that operates 
on the WARC bands. I use the plate RF choke from a commercial amplifier that 
uses a pair of 3-500's. It works perfectly in the Thunderbolt and mounts in 
the same space as the original choke. 


I have been running the amp with those mods for 5 years and it still puts 
out over 700 watts CW and runs very cool.

That Johnson input attenuator box was not yummy, either, because it really 
raises the SWR to the exciter, thereby adding to the TVI potential.
